ROOF GARDEN FOR LONDON. 


Formerly n Prlrote Garden of tli« 


Duke of Westminster. 


The first of London's public roof gae- 


dons will be opened in a few weeks 
at an electric supply company's new 
temstormiag station In Duke street, 
Gr.TSvenor square, "Westminster, says 
the London Express. It will be laid 
out in the Italian style, and it opens up 
possibilities in the utilization of many 
•wasted spaces on the top of London 
buildings, if It proves a success tlie 
metropolis may soon be prated with 
many similar attractions. 


The site of the building was formerly 


a private gaMon belonging to the Duke 
of Westminster, but the corporation 
obtained permission to build upon it on 
condition that they made and under- 
took to maintain a roof garden which 
should always be kept open to the pub- 
lic between sunrise and sunset. 


The architect has so arranged ths 


building that the roof garden is only 
eight fees: above the pavement This 
was done by the ingeniously simple 
methoa of putting the greater part ol 
the engine room underground. Tho 
garden Is entered by flights of steps on 
either side ot two magnificent pavil- 
ions rtlsccC at each end and is bordered 
by a handsome stone 
railing.

whole structure is built of Portland
